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1 . In view of the amendment filed November 6, 2006, the Restriction requirement 
dated October 5, 2006, is hereby withdrawn with an action of the merits of claims 1-7 
following. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made In this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described In a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Rizzetto (U. S. Pat. No. 4,960,139). 

Re claim 1 , Rizzetto is cited disclosing a washing machine comprising: 
a detergent reservoir (as at 6), for receiving a detergent; 
a bleaching agent reservoir (as at 7), for receiving a bleaching agent; and 
a fabric softener reservoir (as at 8), reservoir, for receiving a fabric softenerf 
a first water supply valve (solenoid for 18, col. 2, lines 63-68) for supplying water, 

wherein said first water supply valve is used to introduce the detergent to a tub; and 
a second water supply valve (solenoid for 18, col. 2, lines 63-68) for supplying 

water, wherein said second water supply valve is used to introduce the bleaching agent 

or the fabric softener in common to a tub. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which fonns the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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5. Claims 2-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Rizzetto. 

Claim 2, defines over Rizzetto only in the recitation in the arrangement on the bleaching 

and fabric softener reservoirs. Nonetheless, the same is of little patentable weight in 

that this is deemed to be a mere rearrangement of parts (MPEP 2144.04 REVERSAL, 

DUPLICATION OR RE-ARRANGEMENT OF PARTS). This is also applicable to the 

subject matter of claims 3-7. It is noted that applicant claims an apparatus in claims 1 

and 2 and provides a method of dispensing in claims 3-7, which describes the method 

of controlling the dispenser. Therefor MEPE 21 14 as noted below is deemed applicable. 

APPARATUS CLAIMS MUST BE STRUCTURALLY DISTINGUISHABLE 
FROM THE PRIOR ART 

>While features of an apparatus may be recited either structurally or 
functionally, claims<directed to >an< apparatus must be distinguished from the 
prior art in terms of structure rather than function. >In're Schreiber, 128 F.3d 
1473, 1477-78, 44 USPQ2d 1429,1431-32, (Fed. Cir. 1997) (The absence of a 
disclosure in a prior art reference relating to 

function did not defeat the Board's finding of anticipation of claimed apparatus 
because the limitations at issue were found to be inherent in the prior art 
reference); see also In re Swinehart, 439 F.2d 210, 212-13, 169 USPQ 226, 
228-29 (CCPA 1971);< In re Danly, 263 F.2d 844, 847, 120 USPQ 528, 531 
(CCPA 1959). " [Alpparatus claims cover what a device is, not what a device 
does." Hewlett-Packard Co. V. Bausch & 

Lomb Inc., 909 F.2d 1464, 1469, 15 USPQ2d 1525, 1528 (Fed. Cir. 1990) 

(emphasis 
in original). 

MANNER OF OPERATING THE DEVICE DOES NOT DIFFERENTIATE 
APPARATUS CLAIM FROM THE PRIOR ART 

A claim containing a " recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed 
apparatus is intended to be employed does not differentiate the claimed 
apparatus from a prior art apparatus" if the prior art apparatus teaches all the 
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structural limitations of the claim. Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ2d 1647 (Bd. Pat. 
App. & Inter. 1987) (The preamble of claim 

1 recited that the apparatus was " for mixing flowing developer material" and 
the body of the claim recited " means for mixing said mixing means being 
stationary and completely submerged in the developer material" . The claim was 
rejected over a reference, which taught all the structural limitations of the claim 
for the intended use of mixing flowing developer. However, the mixer was only 
partially submerged in the developer material. The Board held that the amount 
of submersion is immaterial to the structure of the mixer and thus the claim was 
properly rejected.). Therefore since Rizzetto discloses all of the structure and a 
control, the same could arrangement in Rizzetto is capable of functioning as claimed in 
view of the many possible control to be control scenarios in Rizzetto. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. In Jarvis, Clark et al., Blackburn, Gerhardt et al., Berndt et al., 
and Mandarine, Jr. et al., note the supply means.
